Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ohara 
et al (6097683). 

Each of the independent claims is drawn to an alternative limitation "one or more of. 
Thus only one of the limitations is to be shown in order to meet the claimed invention. 
The independent claim merely read on reading the medium and if an error has occurred 
than the error location is stored in a primary or secondary defective lists. Such limitation 
is inherently present in every optical disk media having a PDL and SDL storing the 
location of the defective segments on the disk. The claims also read on re-recording the 
data on a different location if an error has occurred based on the well-established 
"skipping method" or the "replacement method". The reference shows an optical disk 
defective management apparatus comprising an optical head for reading the data on an 
optical medium where data is recorded, taking a corrective action if defective data is 
encountered by verifying the recorded data be re-recording the data on a different area 
of the disk column 15 lines 35-40. regarding claim 22., the limitation "front end" and 
"back end" processors are merely programs to control the corrective steps when an 
error has occurred and since the reference shows a corrective steps meeting the ' 
claimed limitations. Such limitations are present.
